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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in essence on page 2 "Patel 
neither teaches nor suggests that the fetch rates may be improved by reversing the order of the instructions in the traces. Moreover, 
there would be no motivation to do so, since reversing instruction order would not appear to improve fetch rates. Hence, there would be 
no motivation to modify Patel with Johnson to arrive at the embodiments of the present invention." This has not been found persuasive. 
Johnson was relied upon to teach reversing the order of data in an array, which is what Paters trace cache is, and the motivation to do 
so.
